IMR. BRYAN SPEAKS ON THE ISSUES 


Notified by Populists and Monetary League, 


He Replies-Recent Issues Overshadow. 


William J Bryan treated silver and cur- 


rencyquestious,in the speech he delivered 
at Topeka, Kas., on Thursday iu response 
to the addresses of notification from the 
committees of the Populists and the Uni- 
ted States Monetary League that these 
parties had nominated him for the Presi- 
dency. 


lie dealt moat seriously and emphaticat 


ly with the paramount issue, Imperial- 
ism, and the Trusts, which he said had 
so rapidly expanded and multiplied as LO 
overshadow all previous questions of divis- 
ion on party policies. He said in part: 


In accepting the Presidential nomination 


which you teudbrou behalf 01: the Populist 
party, 1 desire togive emphatic recognition 
to the educational work done by your par- 
ty. The Popuiifct party as an organization, 
and the farmer alliances and the labor or- 
ganizations from which it sprung, have 
done much to arouse thu people to a study 
of economic and industrial questions. Be- 
lieving as I do that truth grows not in se- 
clusion, but in the open field, and that it 
thrives best in the sunlight of full and free 
debate, J have confidence that tbe dia- 
cusiou which your piuty haa compelled 
will aid in reaching that true solution of 
pending problems towards which all hon- 
est citizens aim. 


Iu 18U(j the money question was of para- 


mount importance, and the allies in that 
campaign united in ttie demand for the 
immediate restoration of silver by the in- 
dependent action of this country at 16 to 
I, the ratio which has existed since 1S34. 
They were deieated, but that did not end 
the discussion. The Democrats were de- 
feated iu I88S, but that did not put an end 
to tariff reform.
